State Officials Visit Balch Park; 


Promise Continued Improvement Of 
Area For Recreation And Logging 


Continued improvement of the Balch park area for recreational 
purposes and timber production was promised this week when state 
officials visited this historic resort and logging district above Spring- 


ville. 

In the party were DeWitt Nel- 
son, director of the state depart- 
ment of natural resources; W. S. 
Roscrans, chairman of the Cali- 
fornia board of forestry; Cecil 
Metcalf, regional director, state 
division of forestry and Francis 
Raymond, state forester. 

Mr. Nelson pointed out that 
Balch park is unique among state 
parks in that it is dedicated for 
timber production and recreation. 

Concerning timber, he said that 
since the state took over this area, 
there has _ been considerable 
“clean-up” of downed timber, left 
from the old logging days; that 
over-age trees. are being cut and 
that stands of young redwood are 
being improved through thinning. 

He emphasized that the giant 
redwoods in the park area will al- 
ways be preserved.. 

Mr. Roscrans pointed out that 
under direction of Mr. Metcalf, 
camping areas have been improv- 
ed around the old hollow log and 


at Shake camp through the pip-} 


ing of water and the construction 
of tables and fireplaces. 

He said that through agree- 
ment with the Tulare county 
board of supervisors, road into 
Balch park will be improved as 
demands on the road increase. 

The state officials admitted 
that water is a limiting factor 
in recreational development of the 
area, but said that it will be pos- 
sible, in the future, to develop 
more water by putting a _ pipe 
line in the Tule river near Red-

“We cannot agree that we are 
out of line on assessment of agri- 
cultural or business property in 
Tulare county,” Mr. Moore said.

WHY A SURVEY? 
SPORTSMEN ASK 
STATE OFFICIALS 


Question of what will be done 
with information obtained if a 
deer survey is made in the Kern 
river area of the Sierra was 
thrown at state department of 
fish and game officials, meeting 
with sportsmen in Porterville 
Friday evening, and answers 
were uncertain, at best. 

Survey in question involves the 
killing of 100 does, at a rate of 
20 per month, to ptudy stomach 
content and thereby determine 
what deer are eating, also to 
study any diseases that might be 
showing up in the .Kern deer 
herd. 

Sportsmen questioned’ the ne- 
cessity for killing deer, since they 
felt a study of forage being 
used by deer could be made by 
observation; it was also suggest- 
ed that stomach content of deer 
be studied during the regular 
hunting season, using deer killed 
by hunters, 


The fish and game department 
representatives maintained that 
the proposed study would provide 
information that ultimately would 
form a basis for practices that 
would increase the number of 
deer in the area. 

Representatives of sportsmen’s 
groups from Porterville, Visalia, 
Bakersfield and Kernville, took 
no official action on the proposed

Shaver, Huntington and Hume 
lakes, various branches of the 
Kaweah, Southfork of the Kings 
in the vicinity of Cedar Grove, 
various forks of the Tule, Kern 
River, Merced below the park 
and Big Creek near Fish Camp 
in Madera County. Most of the 
smaller streams are now too low 
and warm for the hatchery rain- 
bow. 

Fish and Game Pilot Al Reese 
paid the valley a visit last week 
and during about three half day 
periods planted 80 high elevation 
lakes in Tulare, Fresno and Ma- 
dera counties, seven in the Se- 
quoia-Kings National Park and 18 
in Yosemite. The total planting 
was in excess of a half million 
rainbow and brook fingerlings.

To some extent this is right, many 
sportsmen having been schooled 
in the theory that to have birds 
for hunting, birds must be plant- 
ed. The fact that no leg bands 
from pre-season planted pheasants 
don’t show up in the game bag, 
and printed biological survey 
findings of lack of survival don’t 
seem to change opinions of some 
people. A distressing report 
comes from Tulare County that 
two days after planting pheasants 
in the Tipton area the birds 
were in such a weakened condi- 
tion that they could be caught 
by hand. Although water and 
food was. available, they appar- 
ently didn’t know how to consume 
it, A later report indicated there 
was some recovery but to what 
extent was not known.

Orosi a fast build-up Of Spotted 
Alfalfa Aphids are found west to 
about Highway 99. This week 
damaging infestations have been 
found in the Earlimart area. Al- 
falfa growers in these areas should 
watch their fields at least twice a 
week, 


The aphid is found by looking 
on the underneath side of the 
leaves on the lower part of the 
plants. The plants should also 
be checked for honeydew produced 
by the aphid. When honeydew is 


*easily found — populations in the 


fields are building up fast and 
fields should be treated or cut de- 
pending on the stage of maturity. 

Three materials have proved 
most satisfactory on alfalfa hay. 
Demeton at the rate of two ounces 
per acre by ground application or 
four ounces by air application will 
usually give control for at least 
two weeks; it must not be applied 
within 21 days of cutting time. 
Parathion at four ounces per acre 
is also satisfactory and may be 
applied up to 14 days of cutting 
time. Malathion at eight ounces 
per acre by ground or 12 ounces 
by air may be applied up to seven

These materials are applied in 
5-7. gallons of water per acre by 
aircraft spraying and from 5-20 
gallons of water per acre by 
ground spraying. Stubble treat- 
ments are usually to be avoided 
because of the harm to predators. 
It is usually a better practice to 
mow, bale, irrigate and then treat 
when the growth has reached 
about six inches if the field is still 
infested with aphids and honey- 
dew is present. 


Careful and frequent checking 
of fields for Spotted Alfalfa Aphid 
populations is the best assurance 
of producing high quality hay. 
Poor quality hay is produced when 
honeydew is heavy, and can be 
bad enough to prevent harvest. 
Heavy infestations also defoliate 
plants as well as killing plants. 

Alfalfa growers may contact the 
Farm Advisors Office for help with 
Spotted Alfalfa Aphid problems.

Mountain Home, August 7, 1955 


— Pioneers of Tulare county, in- 
cluding Fred Wells, 102, of Tu- 
lare, gathered at Mountain Home 
and Balch park today to talk over 
history of this old logging and ; 
resort area at a meeting of the Tu- 
lare County Historical Society. 


Following are a few personal 
stories told by the old timers: 


Chester Doyle, of Porterville, 
whose father subdivided Summer 
;Home, now Balch park, in the 
1880’s, told of first coming to the 
area when he was a boy in 1885. 
;The old hollow log at Balch park 
was used as a house in those days, 
with two rooms built on the in- 
side. 


He, said that his father built 
|the Bear Creek road about 1887, 
and he said that the largest load ; 
of lumber hauled out was credit- | 
ed to Gib Hall, who brought 11,- | 
000 feet down the grade from the | 
Enterprise mill with a 10-mule 
team. 

Monroe Griggs, of Exeter, Mr. 
Doyle and Mr. Wells told how logs 
-were tied behind wagons coming 
down the steep Bear creek grade 
and how a trailer wagon behind 
‘the main wagon of lumber, or a 
sled load of lumber behind the 
main wagon, kept the loads steady

and kept the lead wagon from 
turning over on the sharp turns. 


Mr. Griggs told of nearly losing 
a load of lumber on one trip when 
his wagon brakes failed. He tried 
to ‘‘bank’”’ the wagon but couldn’t, 
then he pulled his team to the 
outside of the road, intending to 
roll his wagon over the side, then 
jump, rather than let the wagon 
run over his team, however, he hit 
soft dirt on the outside and slowed 
down enough to jacknife the wa- 
gon, snapping off the tongue. He 
then repaired the brakes, made a 
new tongue from a sapling, and 
continued the trip. 


Mr. Doyle said that all the old 
logging teams had bells — that if 
a wagon got stuck and was pulled 
out, the driver who helped took 
the bells from the team of the 
stalled driver. 

Mr. Griggs, as a sidelight, told 
of driving 300 head of cattle 
through Porterville about 1886, 
enroute to the range country in 
southeastern Kern county. He said 
the party camped for a day or two 
just north of town to allow cattle 
to graze on what is now Scenic 
Heights. 

When the drive got started 
again, the cattle became frighten- 
ed on Porterville’s Main street and 
started to ‘‘mill’’. He tried to head 
them out, but got caught in the 
center of 300 milling cows. He 
finally got a small bunch worked 
free, and eventually the herd 
headed out of town. 

“But we had cattle scattered 
from Porterville to Plano before 
we got going again’’, he said. 

Jay Brown, of Porterville, whose 
father and grandfather ran sheep 
in the Mountain Home country in 
the early days, told of his. exper- 
iences as a boy in the mountains.

hollow tree at Balch park in the 
70’s when his sheep dogs ran a 
small bear into the tree. 


1 Old timers told of their recollec- 
tions of the famous trees of the * 


area — Old Nero, the Centennial 
stump, the California tree, the 
Van Dorman tree, and others. 

The sawed-off tree that is still 
standing, the giant redwood in 
which a room is hollowed out, the 
old mill sites in the area, were 
visited. Cecil Metcalf, of the state 
forest service, said that the state 
plans to put permanent, redwood 
markers at the historical points in 
the area, including the Ulster mill, 
the Enterprise mill, Frazier mill, 
and other spots. 

A. J. Doty was credited with 
early development of Mountain 
Home as a summer resort, where 
as many as’ 700 people spent the 
summer, vacationing and working 
in the woods as loggers, and in 
the lumber mills. ) 

L. J. Redfield took over the 
Mountain Home hotel from the 
Dotys in the 1890’s with the idea, 
of running competition to the Mit- 
chell family -at White River, who 
were reputed to set the best table 
in the county at their hotel there. 
Although Mr. Redfield hired one 
os to keep fresh trout on the 
table, he never quite reached the 
perfection of the Mitchell meals 
at White River, according to the 
pioneers. 

Mr. Doyle said that when his 
grandfather came into the area 
in the very early days, he would 
build a fire on what is now known 
'as the Indian bathtubs as a signal 
;to his family in Tulare that he 
had arrived safely. 

He also recalled cutting, 40,000 
posts in two summers of work, get-, 
ting five cents each for the posts. 

Mrs. Gertrude Oldham, of 
Springville, told how her husband 
helped build the old Ulster mill;* 
Barney Vincent and his oxen 
teams, used for logging, were re- 
called, with these oxen used not 
only in the very early days but 
well after 1900. 

Mrs. Edna Medick 4nd Mrs, Geo. 
Dillon recalled that the early-day 
loggers were not “professionals” 
who worked the logging camps of 
those days, but were rather resi- 
dents of the immediate area — 
Milo, Springville and Porterville, 
who logged during the season. 

The meeting was arranged by 
Harold Schutt, of Lindsay, a past 
president of the historical society; 
Roy Brooks, of Visalia, president, 
presided,
